It appears that while the women of 
the West were laboring for the con 
version of the liquor dealers and 
praying in the-Bftloons there was a 
"chiel tokin' notes" among us, lay- 
ing up material for a general indict- 
ment against the sex. This "chiel" 
•was Professor Goldwin Smith, whose 
late article on "Female Suffrage," in 
MacXittan's Magazine,' has attracted 
general attention in England. Mr. 
Goldwin Smith, who had been a fol- 
lower of the late Mr. Mill on the 
question of woman's political eman- 
cipation, now solemnly abjures his 
former opinions. Instead of believ- 
ing that female influence would miti- 
gate the violence of party politics, he 
thinks that both reason and expe- 
rience point to the opposite conelu 
sion. 


The reason for this change in his 


•views is that he has been to the 
United States, and has seen and 
heard the advocates of woman's 
rights. 
The impression produced 


upon him may be inferred from the 
description he gives of what he calls 
the present condition of worn en in 
America. 
" Their privileges," he 


says, "extend to impunity, not only 
for ordinary outrage, but for murder. 
A prisoner whose guilt has been 
clearly proved is let off because she 
is a woman. The whisky crusade 
showi. that woman is above the law. 
Again, rioting and injury to the pro- 
perty of tradesmen, when committed 
by tile privileged ser, are hailed as a 
new and beneficent agency in public 
life; and because the German popula- 
tion being less sentimental asserts 
the principle of legality and decency, 
the women are said to" have suffered 
martyrdom." 


The recantation of this young and

have, of course, been grist to the mill

The English is now 
the ruling language of the world, but 
much remains to make it particularly 
available. Owing to their impatience, 
grownup Americans make little head- 
way among the Spanish speaking 
people on our southern borders, and 
the same may be said of those who 
attempt to get a business foothold in 
Japan or China. The only right way 
to go about this sort of misbionary 
work, is to teach these languages in 
the primary departments of our com- 
mon schools. No American ever ex- 
pects to emigrate to France or Ger- 
many to go into business, hence the 
teaching of French and German in 
our common schools is but pander

Perhaps the -Supreme^ Court may 
open the subject afresh in a few days, 
but in the meantime we call the at- 
tention of Messrs. Hamilton and 
McLean to the aforesaid dispatch, for 
their local organ has somehow failed 
to mention it:

of our country: those who go abr»ad 
for the pleasure of it alone. A share 
of this language teaching in our com- 
mon schools, should go to fitting out 
young men and women for the hard 
every day duties of life. 


The late Edward Tompkius was a 


greater statesman at his death, than 
while living, and yet no man in the 
State had wider and sounder views of 
affairs than he, at all times. His do- 
nation to the State University, for 
the purpose of establishing a depart- 
ment exclusively devoted to the Ori- 
ental languages, was one of the grand- 
est conceptions in. the history of Cal- 
ifornia. It remains to be seen, how- 
ever, whether the wishes of the man 
will be properly complied with. The 
action of the Kegents in other mat- 
ters, is not propitious for the institu- 
tion in any respect, bnt perhaps a 
better management will yet prevail. 
But in the meantime, much can be 
done in the primary departments of 
our public schools. Here is where 
language is most easily taught. The 
younger the ear the more impressi- 
ble. We have missionary and night 
schools in our midst, where the Chi- 
nese are taught English, but no one 
comparatively is learning to spec.k 
the language of the great Empire 
whose commerce we are courting. 
There is the son of one of Oakland's 
leading lawyers—a boy of twelve— 
who acts as interpreter of Chinese in 
the Police Court, when wanted. He 
learned to speak the Celestial tongue 
from his nurse, and now has an in- 
come of no mean significance. 
The 


advantage of that language to him as 
he grows older, will be incalculable. 


The question of teaching Spanish, 


if not Chinese, etc, in our primary 
Hchools, is one of first importance to 
the State. Its effects may not be one 
per cent, on the investment from the 
start, no more than that of any other 
branch of education, but the near fu- 
ture would be vastly benefited by a 
proper attention to this subject now 
and henceforth.

become a stumbling block.—1 Corin- 
thians, vlii., 9. 


The Declaration jf Independence 


asserts life, liberty, and the pursuit of 
happiness to be inalienable rights of 
men. It is with liberty th»t we have 
now to deal. "Stand fast in the lib- 
erty wherewith Christ has made you 
free," is Paul's advice to the Gala- 
tian Christians (Gal. v., 1). Now if 
there be ona subject in which we 
free-born Americans "stand fast," it 
is our freedom! about which we 
boast, it is our liberty. About the 
meaning of this word Kbei-ty, we are 
apparently not go unanimous. The 
popular interpretation of this word 
seems to be contempt of all sort of 
restraint; the right to do as we 
please; even to ignore the rights of 
[there. 
t This is not liberty, this is 


icenae; '•(though it. seems to be the 
lew taken by the no-license party.) 
!he very next sentence of the said 


~)eelarntion contradicts such a mean- 


ig: "To secure these rights, govein- 
isnts are instituted among men." 
'his it the liberty against which the 
.postle warns ns in the text. "What, 
»en, is liberty? - Let us see: we are 


told ih&t "where the Spirit of the 
jord is, there is liberty (3 Corin- 
lians, iii., 17)—alto that the whole 
lible was written by the inspiration 
f said Spirit; and that throughout 
leaches 'the restraint of .ourselves and 
•onsideration for others. "Eli's sons 
made themselves vile, they were not 
estrained" (1 Sam., iii., 13). Lib- 
rty, then, implies restraint. 
He 


pho restrameth not himself hath not 
,rne liberty. The drunkard is the 
lave of wine; the glutton is the slave 
f food; the proud man is the slave 
o self, the vain and fashionable wo- 
_nan is the slave to the world and its 
pillions; and all of us, especially we 
Christians, are skives to some vice or 
ther. And yet we, very slaves as we 
re, cry out the more lustily about 
ur liberty: "Using our freedom at, a 
leak for maliciousness" (Pet., ii, 
G), so that it becomes a "stumbh'ng 
ilock" to us. The characteristics, 
hen, of the truly free mail are self- 
estrftiut and consideration for others 
nd their opinions; these also are the 
ar-marks of a true gentleman,Chns- 
ian or otherwise.
